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Didsbury farmers get weather wise

Starting next month, fanners in Didsbury won’t have to 
wonder if the weather forecast in Calgary or Red Deer 
applies to them. 

In partnership with the Canadian Wheat Board, 
Parkland Agri Services, with an outlet in Didsbury, has 
launched a farm-based weather network. 

Four weather stations will be placed within a 20 mile 
radius of each outlet, giving what market development 
manager for Didsbury Parkland Agricultural Services 
Rick Kohut calls a great resource for people involved in 
agriculture. 

“Our goal is to be able to improve the quality of crops 
for local farmers and add value to agricultural services 
that Parkland provides," he said. 

Kohut says the weather service should help save area 
farmers money. 

“There are three things about it, it's localized, it’s real 
time, and it’s accurate,” he said. 


“If a farmer goes out and sprays a herbicide on his bar¬ 
ley crop for wild oat control. 

...and the low temperature the night before they spray 
or after the night they spray, gets below three degrees, the 
chemical won’t work,” he said. 

Kohut says a fanner can check the weather network, 
but that will give t hem Red Deer’s forecast. 

“If in Red Deer it gets to plus six they assume everything 
is fine and dandy. They can go out and spray their chem¬ 
ical...and they lose $20,000 worth of herbicide.” 

So Kohut says this will give farmer s look at conditions 
that they have never seen before. 

“This is good, niral data,” he said. 

The stations are mounted on a post, and feature a pre¬ 
cipitation measurement funnel and a wind and direction 
meter that spins with the wind speed. 

“It’s all automated and digital, recording temperature, 
humidity, dew points, highs and lows," said Kohut. 

Each weather station will be directly connected to the 
landowner’s high-speed Internet connection, updating the 
website every tw’o seconds. The detailed weather reports 


will be available on parklandagri.com and theweather- 
bug.com. 

When deciding where to plant the weather stations, 
Kohut says they look at few factors. 

“Stations will be placed in areas believed to be well rep¬ 
resentative of the area. 

“We'll pul three or four east of Didsbury, and we ll pick 
areas that are fairly level, aren’t next to a tret* or to a 
house. It’ll be in the open so that it will measure every¬ 
thing accurately.” 

Local farmer Ken McDermid decided to allow a 
Didsbury outlet weather station to be placed on his prop¬ 
erty. 

“It’s good to know what the weather is doing in the dif¬ 
ferent parts of the area,” he said. 

“If you are a farmer who has land in a couple or three 
different areas, if it’s wet in the area, (the local weather 
reading) saves you time and fuel.” 

While the public will have access to all weather reports, 
customers of Parkland Agri Services receive additional 
forecasts such as crop disease and insect pressures.

Didsbury restaurant owners are already 
preparing for the potential of enhanced 
restrictions on trans fat content served at 
food establishments in the Calgary Health 
Region. 

According to a release by the Calgary 
Health Region, food permit holders will 
soon be receiving a draft policy for a pro¬ 
posed crackdown on trans fats cooking 
oils and spreads. 

Phase one of the restrictions, which will 
require food service providers to use cook¬ 
ing oils and spreads containing less then 
two per cent trans fat, is expected to start 
Jan. 1 2008. 

The health region is also distributing a 
questionnaire on what restaurant owners 
think about the health-conscious initiative. 

Many Didsbury food establishments are 
applauding the change. 

Mary Wood, of K&W Drive-in in Didsbury 
says she supports the policy. 

“I think it’s a very good idea,” said Wood, 
who presently uses trans fat free oils and 
burgers at her establishment. 

Wood says it’s important that people start 
putting healthier foods into their bodies. 

“We don’t eat nearly as healthy as we 
should,” she said. 

“We like to eat junk food, so if we can eat 
junk that is a little less harmful to our 
health, that’s a good thing.” 

Jack Sheridan’s Didsbury Inn Restaurant 
has also been on a personally applied trans 
fat free program for several months and 


thinks the health region is on the right 
path. 

“We support this 100 |>er cent,” he said. 

“We’ve been reading about (trans fats) 
for a long time now.” 

While the trans fat free oil isn’t as eco¬ 
nomically friendly as the other product, 
Sheridan says it’s worth it. 

“It’s double the price of the other oil, but 
it’s worth it in the long run for everyone’s 
health.” 

Sheridan says he hasn't received any 
negative feedback since making the 
healthy switch. 

“Everybody seems to like it. There have 
been no complaints.” 

On top of it being healthier, Sheridan 
says there are other benefits to using the 
trans fat free product. 

“It lasts a little bit longer, which is 
another advantage to it,” he said. 

“It doesn’t break down as fast as the 
regular oil.” 

Medical (tfficer of Health for the Region, 
Dr. Brent Friesen says it was important 
for the Calgary Health Region to be 
progressive in promoting healthier eating. 

“The Calgary Health Region is taking a 
leadership role on this issue,” he said in a 
prepared statement. 

“Our responsibility is to protect the 
public health and trans fats clearly present 
a significant and unnecessary health risk.” 

According to a statement by the health 
region, research indicates limiting the 
consumption of trans fats will reduce the 
risk of coronary heart disease between six 
and 22 per cent.

Haskett house 
shooting shameful

j Once in a while we hear stories 
* *. J that take our level of disgust and 

outrage to a different level. 

Commonly they involve harm to 
the helpless. 

It doesn’t take a card-carrying 
PETA member, an animal lover, or someone who 
simply owned a dog as a child to Ire beyond both¬ 
ered by the animal cruelty case involving Didsbury’s 
Daniel Charles Haskett. 

But it does take a bad person to satisfy their 
anger with a gun. 

According to police, someone took a firearm to 
Haskett’s residence and shot through the living 
room window while he and his mother Angela were 
home. 

Luckily, nobody was hurt. 

Attending this year’s Elks parade, it was apparent 
that Didsbury is a dog-loving community. 

Every second or third family, or gathering of 
friends was accompanied by a tail-wagging com¬ 
panion. 

Whether it’s a strapping Rottweiler or a fuzzy- 
faced lapdog, there’s sometliing about these critters 
that makes me melt. 

I am certifiably a dog person. Now, I’m not going 
to get into expressing my feelings that seem to be in 
line with the majority of people who have an opin¬ 
ion on animal abuse. 

Hurting animals is wrong, the sky is blue and the 
grass is green. 

If the person who shot through Haskett’s window 
pulled the t rigger l>ecause of the feelings they have 
over the incident involving Daisy Duke, they are no 
better than the individual they’re unlawfully con¬ 
demning. 

When a gun is fired through a window, into a fam¬ 
ily home there is a chance someone will die. 

That’s the bottom line. That’s not a protest against 
Daniel’s behaviour that could have been homicide. 
It may have been intended as a scare tactic. But 
what if that bullet hit a body? 

Violence against animals is wrong, but potentially 
murdering doesn’t seem to be an issue for this indi¬ 
vidual. 

This person isn’t a hero. Their moral fabric isn’t 
greater than their victim’s. 

We have an RCMP and a criminal justice system 
for a reason. No matter how horrific the incident, 
in a civilized society people don’t start shooting 
when they are displeased with the handling of a 
crime. 

Listening to Angela, who had no role in the animal 
cruelty incident, but was also at risk of being struck 
by the bullet , tearfully describe what happened and 
w hat raced through her mind when the shot was 
fired, it became apparent how reckless and poten¬ 
tially tragic the night of the shooting could have 
been. 

There is no question that some people have not 
found forgiveness for Daniel and if you have every 
right to not choose to associate with him. But the 
day you shoot a gun into a family home - no matter 
how you feel about one of the people inside, I hope 
you go to jail.

After reading the headlines in last 
week’s paper, August 21st, “Police 
Investigate Shooting at the Haskett 
Home", I was distressed enough to 
write a long overdue letter to our 
community of Didsbury in support of 
our friends, the Hasketts. 

When is this saga going to end? The 
prolonged outcry and demonstrations 
of the animal abuse case have been 
heard, laws will change and justice 
be served. The anger and hatred gen¬ 
erated is leading to very destructive 
happenings in our town. We have all 
learned a hard lesson, as has Daniel, 
through all the past months’ proceed¬ 
ings. At what point do we, the vocal 


demonstrators, the silent majority 
and the media become abusers of the 
accused? 

We cannot bring back Daisy Duke, 
the dog, but we can help rehabilitate 
a young man and family whose hopes 
and dreams and reputation have been 
shattered. As a community, now 
known for negative reasons across 
our c ountry and continent, we could 
show the world that care and support 
for the accused can bring about 
behavioural change and positive 
restoration. 

Consider ourselves, if one of our 
family had made the same mistake, 
would we not long for a community 


that would, yes discipline, but then 
care and support us as a family. 
(Providentially, some of our chil¬ 
dren's escapades did not come to 
such a public scrutiny). At present 
we are seeing threats and violent acts 
for retaliation being committed 
against this family which now have 
to be investigated. It is a shame to 
think that this family must live in fear 
of their lives in our town of Didsbury. 

If we have a problem with express¬ 
ing some grace* and compassion 
toward the Haskett family, why not 
start with the Dird's Prayer?

University of Alberta professors Linda Pilarski, oncology, and Chris Backhouse, 
engineering, are applying nano-scale microfluidic technology to produce a 
lab-on-a-chip. This technology can replace a roomful of lab equipment, 
allowing patients to be screened anywhere, for many things, and in a fraction 
of the time and cost now required for medical tests. They formed a new 
TEC Edmonton company, i-LOC, to bring this technology to market. 

Like many professors, both work with graduate students who pursue their 
own research—developing new uses for the technology that expand beyond 
medical testing.
